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Response to Reconsideration 



1. Applicant's remarks filed 8/7/03 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
The Applicant presents an argument of which Wee et aFs reference does not suggest reencoding 
each decoded portion to produce an out-point (in-point) adapter, where the out-point (in-point) 
adapter includes a predefined terminating out-point condition. 

After careful scrutiny of Wee et al's reference, the Examiner must respectively disagree, 
and maintain the grounds of rejection. 

The Examiner agrees with the Applicant's assertion that Wee evaluates every image 
sequences to determine which frames are affected in order to remove the temporal dependencies 
of those frames. However, Wee additionally discloses reencoding each decoded portion to 
produce an out-point (in-point) adapter, where the out-point (in-point) adapter includes a 
predefined terminating out-point condition (col. 9, lines 33-55). In other words cut points are 
considered as the out-point (in-point) adapter including a predefined terminating out-point (in- 
point) condition.
